Tlicrc arc some dllTcrcnccs between the 
Willamcitc, the Nashua and the Snake. 
The Oregon and Massachusetts rivers were 
polluted primarily by industry and sewage 
- a few sources on which environmental- 
ists and citizens could focus. 


The Snake is polluted not only by 
.sewage and industrial plants but also by 
runolT from thousands of acres of farms 
and scores of dairies, and more than 100 
fish hatcheries. ; 

On the Nashua, residents were outraged 
when a city received a perniit in 1962 to , 
dump 1.5 million gallons per day of niw 
sewage into the river during a plant cxpnn- 
.sion, according to on article written by 
Randy Showstack of American Rivers, a 
river protection ossociation. 

That ’permit galvanized a grassroots op- 
position into a mossivc cleanup effort m 
the mid-1960s, helped olong by the federal 
and .stale Clean Water Acts. The river that 
was once smelled too bad to live near is 
now cited as a model cleonup.

Some Soviets vandalizing, 
selling statues of Lenin

MOSCOW — In unprecedented al- 
tack.s on the Soviet Union's most sacred 
icon, vandals arc defacing and toppling 

statues of Vladimir Lenin, and one city is f 

even relegating its statue to the ultimate 
capitalist fate: selling it to the highest 
bidder. 

Weekend reports in the state-run me- 
dia said statues of the Soviet founder ' 
have been toppled in two dozen towns in 
the southern 'republic of Georgia,' "bar- 
barously_d_^srigu_rc^d’_' in Lithuania and,' to 
the outrage of local Communists, dis- 
mantled and put up for sale in the 
Ukraine city of Ternopol. 

All the incidents came in republics that 
have active independence movements 
and growing nntionolistic sentiment. 

Under President Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev's ;-cforms, past Soviet leaders 
like Josef Stalin and Leonid I. Brezhnev 
have been denounced in the official 
press, and monuments and plaques in 
their honor hove been taken down. 

Lenin is still officially lionized. But 
that doesn’t mean all Soviet citizens hold 
him sacred. —

. — Four defendants in the rape and 
beating of a 79-ycar-old woman will 
be tested for AIDS in what may be 
the first use of a new state law that al- 
lows a rope victim to demand tests of 
the accused. 

"This is certainly the first exse I’ve 
heard," said Stephen Kindlond of the 
state Department of Health and Reha- 
bilitative Services’ AIDS prevention - 
headquarters in Tallahassee.

Idaho colleges predict record enrollment 


The Associated Press 


Idaho's colleges and universities 
arc predicting increased and possible 
record-breaking cnrollmciils this fall, 
bucking a national trend of declining 
numbers. 


La.st year, enrollment figures at the 
four Idaho four-year, stale-run insti- 
tutions broke enrollment records for 
the total number of students attend- 
ing. Registrars expect enrollment in- 
creases this fall of up to 7 percent. 


Idaho’s enrollment figures reflect a 
healthy Idaho economy, educators 
say. 

But the picture is not so bnglit in 
other parts of the nation. A decline in 
the number of collcgc-agc .students 
has resulted in drops in college en- 
roliments nationwide. 

University of Idaho Registrar Matt 
Tclin said enrollment at the universi- 
ty has a chance to break last year's 
record of 10,019. ' 

Tclin said he expect-s enrollment at 


the university to increase by 1 to 2 
percent, as it has yearly since 1986^ 
Tclin attributes much of the growth, 
to a healthy Northwest economy and 
more students outside the traditional 
1 B-to-22 agc.rctuming because of in- 
creased emphasis on higher educa- 
tion. 


At Lcw.is-Clark State College in 
Lewiston. Registrar Tom Fellows 
said applications for admission there 
have increa.scd from 3 percent to 7 
percent each year the past four years. 


• And at Boise State University. 
1989 fall enrollment jumped 7 per- 
cent over the previous year to 12,586 
students, said spokesman Bob Evan- 
cho. 

With Boise’s booming population, 
he said at least os many students arc 
expected this year. 

Figures for Idaho State Univerkily 
in Pocatello were uruvailable.

When Congress funded former 
President Carter's Rural Clean Wa- 
ter Program in 1980. the federal 
government began offering money 
to help farmers build more ponds 
and plant soil-hugging "filter strips" 
where irrigation water left their 
fields. 

Fanners were also encouraged to 
plow less and leave more crop 
residue on the soil. Minor modifica- 
tions to tail-water ditches also 
trapped soil before it left the farm. 

During the 1980s, farmers signed 
185 contracts with the government, 
putting conservation practices in 
place on 45.000 acres. Without the 
federal money, the project might 
not have succeeded, Jesser said. 

"Everyone says 'I’m in favor of 
clean water,’ " Jesser said. "But 
they're not in favor if it will cost 
money.” 

On the Twin Falls irrigation tract, 
one man’s wastewater is often the 
next man's irrigation water. 

Farmers farther downstream on 
the system often were most interest- 
ed in cleaning up the; runoff water, 
particularly when their irrigation 
equipment, such Q5 siphon tubes, 
became clogged with sediment. 

The government, through the 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service, 
paid up to 75 percent of the cost of 
conserv-ation measures. 

When the project began, an esti- 
mated 30.000 tons of sediment 


flowed yearly into the creek. In 
1989, just 6.446 tons went in. 

Wild trout arc spawming again 
and thriving in the cleaner reaches 
of the creek. 

But the program is expiring - 
nearly 50 farmers have completed 
the requirements of Ihcir'conlructs. 
Now, they have to clean out their 
sediment ponds on their own and 
continue their conservation prac- 
tices with less help from the gov- 
ernment.

“If we slop working with these 
farmers, a lot of them may go back 
to their old habits," he said.

Saxony-Anhalt, 
Tltucringia and Brandenburg, ns well 
as in East Berlin. 

The law passed by Parliiuncnl re- 
stores the five slates to roughly their 
1946 borders and abolishes the 14 
districts created by the Communists 
in u 1952 administrative reform pro- 
gram. 

The move wa.s made to create state 
governments mirroring West Ger- 
many’s federalist system, thereby 
setting the stage for a merger under 
the West German constitution.

The 500-mcmbcr contingent 
guarding Doc is made up of soldiers 
from hi.s Krohn tribe, who fenr mas- 
sacre at the hands of the rebels. The 
insurgents arc mostly from the rival 
Gio and Mono ethnic groups. 

The rebels, meanwhile, had ad- 
vanced within a mile of Doc’s man- 
sion and were locked in street com- 
bat with Doc’s regular uoops. the 
sources said. 

Doc. in a telex to the British 
Broadcasting Corp. on Sunday after- 


noon. said he would remain until "a 
clear victor emerges." 

The president remained "con- 
vinced he is invincible," u diplomat- 
ic source said, adding that he expect- 
ed Doc to fight to the finish. 

The presidential mansion, which 
has a commanding view of the city, 
was stockpiled with ammunition und 
cxplosivc.s in preparation for a final 
rebel assault, said the diplomatic 
source. 

All the sources spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

Heavy fighting continued close to- 
the heart of Monrovia, as Doe’s 
forces fired their 40-tubc.

' PARIS — Tlic best cyclist in the world 
won the sport’s biggest race Sunday for the 
-third lime in his last three tric.s. 

Cheered by n huge crowd along the 
Champs Elysccs, Greg LcMond cruised to 
victory jn the Tour dc France. The 29-ycar- 
old American completed the 2,112-miIc, 
thrcc-wcck race around France more' than 
two’ minutes ahead of Kinncr-up Claudio 
Chiappucci’of Italy. - 

It waS LcMond’s second straight Tour ti- 
tle andlhird in five years. After winning in 
1986, he missed the race in 1987 and 1988 
because of injuries before coming b.ick to

Hispanic involvement in the Idaho Terri- 
tory’s development began with the Idaho 
gold rush of the 1 860s. Experienced Mexi- 
can-hcritage and South American miners 
were among the 30,000 eager gold seekers. 

Important tools of the trade in mo.st Idaho 
mining camps, brought from the California 
gold camps, were of Hi.spanic origin. They 
included cl molino (the mill), el airastre (de- 
vice for crushing quartz) and el tren de mu- 
las (mule train). ) 

Expert Mexican packers moved mule 
trains with heavy .supplies to remote moun- 
tain mining camps and trekked to early non- 
mining communities across southern Idaho, 
where roads were yet to be built. ( 

Idaho's short-lived gold rush fostered the 
beginnings of die new state's agricultural 
and livestock industries. Guadalupe Valdez, 

' prob'ably a Texan, was one of several stock 
raisers who ran cattle in the 1860s along 
Clear, Cassia and Goose creeks in present- 
day Cassia County. 

By 1890, the year of Idaho’s statehood, 
hundreds of thou.sand.s of Mexicans were 
migrating to all parts of the United Slates, 
including Idaho. A repressive Mexican gov- 
ernment and a rapidly developing American 
West with labor force needs fostered the 
population shift. 

Agricultural field work was the primary 
occupation open to the newcomers; the mi- 
grant stream to Rocky Mountain sugar beet 
fields began a,s early as 1910 and has contin- 
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ucd until the present. 

The Utuh-ldaho Sugar Co. began recruit- 
ing Mexican field hands for Idaho growers 
in 1924, and in die spring of 1927, Mexicans 
were reported working sugar beet fields in 
Twin Falls. By fall of that year, Mexican- 
heritage pickers were being sought for Mag- 
ic-Valley pea and potato fields and prune or- 
chards. 

The 1930 U.S. Census found 1,278 “Mex- 
icans” in Idaho, 272 ofthcrii residing in the 
Magic Valley. By 1 970, 1 8,476 "Persons of 
Spanish Language” lived in Idaho. About 22 
percent, or 4,200, were in Twin Falls, Cassia 
and Minidoka counties. 

A decade later, Idaho’s "Spanish origin” 
population had doubled to 36,350. For 1990. 
Idaho Deportment of Employment estimates 
more than 40,000 Hispanics in the state. 

Nearly a quarter reside in die eight south 
central counties of Blaine, Comas, Cassia, 
Gooding, Jerome, Lincoln, Minidoka and 
Twin Falls. 

Hispanic leaders believe the population is 
seriously undercounted and expect the 1990 
federal census to identify as many as 75,000 
Hispanics in Idaho, including 1 1 ,000 former 
aliens now legalized under 1986 federal im- 
migration legislation. More than 3,100 of 
the ne\y permanent residents live in the 
Magic Valley and the overwhelming majori- 
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ty arc of Mexican heritage. 

Many Mcxican-hcritage funtilics who set- 
tled in the Magic Vallt^ probably made 
their way first to the Twin Foils labor camp, 
built 50 years ago by the federal govemmen! 
to house Depression Era white migrants. 

During and just after World War II, the 
comp housed Mexican braccros (laborers), 
imported for temporary agricultural work 
under a United Stutcs-Mcxico agreement. 
From 1943-47, nearly 47,000 Mexican na- 
tionals worked in Idaho, Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 

Not all braccros who came to the Magic 
Valley could be housed in the camp; many 
lived in mobile tent camps because few Ida- 
ho growers had farm-worker housing until 
labor camp associations were formed. A 
U.S. Department of Agriculture report told 
of bracero-s living in the Hazclton labor 


camp in October 1944 who would not stay 
inside their assigned tents bccau.se of lack of 
stoves and insufficient fuel. 

Many braccros in Idaho faced wretched 
housing conditions, poor food, Uic lowest 
wage scales in the Northwest and 
widespread anli-Mcx|can sentiment. In some 
communities, shopkeepers and bar owners 
would not allow Mexicans to enter. 

In 1944, federal officials ordered .suspen- 
sion of all food services in the Wendell la- 
bor camp because of lack of refrigeration 
and no vehicle to bring fresh provisions 
from town. 

The Mexican government put Idaho off 
limits for braccros in OclbbcrT9481jc^causc ” 
of racial discrimination and harassment. 

Tlic braccros were replaced by domestic 
migranLs, mostly Hispanics from south 
Texas, and by former braccro.s who often re- 
turned as undocumented workers. Despite 
the hardships and housing problems that 
continue to the present, Hispanics continued 
to migrate to Idaho because the seasonal 
work was plentiful. 

Tile history of Hispanic cbmmunitic.s is 
closely linked to the growth and develop- 
ment ofldaho’s agricultural industry. Fami- 
lies located near areas of major agricultural 
production. In the Magic Valley, that meant 
in Cos.sia, Minidoka and Twin Falls coun- ' 
tics. 

Beginning in the early 1950s, increasing 
numbers of domestic and undocumented 


Hispanic farm workers and their families be- 
gan to "settle out.” Staying in Idalio year- 
round meant their children could attend 
school and prepare themselves for work that 
was better paid and not so arduous. 

Most Hispanic Idahoans claim a migrant 
family background, although tlicy or their 
children now may be far away from the 
fields and food processing plants. 

As Hispanic Idahoans enter the century’s 
final decade, a major goal remains the edu- 
cation of young Hispanics, more than half of 
whom do not graduate from high school. 
Hispanic groups focus on fund raising for 
scholarships to lielp Hlspanlc youihTo cntcr ' 
college, and pressuring school ofticials to 
help children who face educational barriers 
because of limited English-speaking abili^, 
tics. 

ThcT980s have sometimes been described 
os the decade of Hispanics, fastest growing 
ethnic population in tlic United Slates. His- 
panics already comprise Idaho’s major eth- 
nic group, and in the state’s second century 
of statehood arc sure to increase their impact 
on the cultural and economic progress of the 
Magic Valley.

Rose, who’s made his first step on (he 
sawdust trail, could have learned a lot by 
watching the gaudy ritual at the Richard M.

The ingredients listed on the label in- 
clude: Beef Tripe, Beef I leans. Cooked Fat 
Tissue Solids, and Partially Defatted Beef 
Fatly Tissue, which is always a popular 
family favorite ("Mom, I’d like another 
heaping mound of Partially Defatted Beef 
Fatty Tissue!”). 

AI.so on the label is a color picture labeled 
"SERVING SUGGESTION," which shows 
a brownish substance with parsley and an 
olive silling on it. 

Here at the Inslitutc of Scary .Foods wc 
arc highly suspicious of olives, which, in 
our opinion, arc the eyeballs of giant frogs. 
Wc believe that if you stood outside an olive 
facloty, you'd hear the unmistakable tragic 
sound (RIBBETT-THUMP; RIBDCTT- 
THUMP) of terrified sightless frogs leaping 
into things. 

So we were not exactly insane about the 
Polled Meat Food Product label. I lowcvcr, 
our job is lo keep you, the food-caling con- 
sumer. informed, so wc called up ihc manu- 
facturer's Consumer Information Center, 
where wc .spoke with o perky and helpful 
person named Barbara. 

"Wliat is ‘beef tripe’?" wc asked. 

"WclJ, it’s a part of the cow,” said Bar- 
bara. ’Tm trying to think of what part it is." 

She put us on musical hold for a few min- 
utes, then came back with a solid answer. 

"Tlic tripe is port of around the stomach 
area of the cow." she said. 


— n»u3 rcus9urcd,-we set ofT-for-thc convc*-- 
nicnce store. Tliis is the same store where 
wc once bought an amazing digital wrist- 
watch that cost only S 1 .99, yet told the time.

er time. 

Tliis watch was so convenient that you 
didn’t even have to wear it, because you al- 
ways kiicw what it said.

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
— Tlie threat of .sqverc thunder- 
storms forced another postponement 
Sunday of the launch of u newly re- 
paired Atlas rocket with 'a govern- 
ment satellite aboard. 

Tlie first launch attempt, on Fri- 
day, wa.s called off because of a he- 
lium leak, but the . part that caused 
the problem ha.s been replaced, offi- 
cials .said.' 

.. . "There’s /noUiing wrong with 'ihe . 
vehicle. There’s nothing wrong with 
the payload." NASA spokesman 
Bruce Buckingham -said Sund.ay. 
"But the weather is ju.st going to gel 
worse and worse." 

Tlie launch was rescheduled for 
3:26 p.m. Monday, hut hopc.s were 


not high for a blastoff, bccau.se the 
weather outlook appeared to be 
about the same for Monday. 

Friday’s launch was called offlos-s 
than an hour in advance after a liq- 
uid helium vent duct u.scd for engine 
cooling somehow separated, said 
General Dynamics .spokesman Jack 
Isabel.

HELSINKI, I-inlmid (AP) —

Birds suddenly stopped their

The total eclipse oceurred at 
4:52 a.m.

LONDON (AP) — Fofzad Bozoft, 
the Inman-boro joumalisl who wos 
hanged in Iraq afier being convicted 
of espionage, might have saved his 
life if he had refused to moke the 
confession his captors demanded, o 
newspaper said Sunday. 

Bozofi "believed his interrogators 
when they told him he would be re- 
leased if he confessed," reported 
The Observer, which employed ‘him 
at the lime of his arrest. 

Bazofl, 3 1 , was executed in Bagh- 
dad on March 15. 

Daphne Porish, 53. the British

Avoiding sun, 
drinking water 
keys to success

Exercise and hot weather - is it possible 
to minimize the discomfort and risks nssiH 
cioted with mixing the two? 

The answer seems to lie in the use of 
. caution and common .sense. 

Be especially careful about c.xercising in 
• the hco^of the day. advises Twin Falls or- 
thopedic surgeon, Dr.' Rod Swarlting. He 
suggests, if at all po.ssibIc, exercising be- 
tween 6 a.m. and 7 u.m. when the outside 
tctiiperuturc is around 50 or 00 degrees. 

But if this is not possible, Swartling says 
il ls udviscnble to pre-load with fluid and 
maybe some clcctrolite solution, particuliir- 
ly before jogging. 

He also suggests taking a quart to a quart 
and a half of liquid along on a bike ride. He 
says people walking in the heat, .should car- 
ry a quart of water and try to drink it during 
the course of the hour, just lo keep ahead of 
things, 

For folks who don't like the taste of wa- 
ter, or when the watfr supply in a given 
area is bad-tasting, he .suggests currying 
packets of fiavoring, "If you can’t lolcrulc 
drinking a lot of water just mask the-tastc a 
little bit," he say.s,

To prevent heat exhaustion and heat 
stroke, Payne says one needs lo take ade- 
quate fluid while exercising. Consider cur- 
tailing exercise in very hot wcatiier, or do- 
ing it at cooler times. Wear loose clothing. 

People who are on medications and ore 
exercising, especially the elderly, should 
check with their phy.sicians about whether 
their medicines can cause trouble. 


Drugs not best for mild hypertension, doctor says

CHICAGO — A new .study finding that 
even moderately high blood pressure dam- 
ages the heart and blood vc.sscls uiidcr)ine.s 
the value of a good diet and exercise, re- 
searchers .said. ' ' 

The study involving 9-56 healthy mch and 
women ages 18 through 38 found (hat 124 
had borderline high blood pressure, said Dr. 
Stevo Julius, lead author of the wrile-up in 
the Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. 

Tlic rc.searchcrs found that "subjccis with 
borderline hypertension have a lifelong his- 
tory of blood-pressure elevation.” 

Even with minimal deviation of blood* 
pressure, the patients had stiffening of their 
heart muscles and blood vessels, the study 
found. This' is similar to what happens in 
atherosclerosis, the fatty buildup in the 


blood vessels associated with many heart 
allacks, siiid Julias, director of the Division 
of HypcWnslbirurihc'Univcrsiiy of MlcW~ 
gan 1 lo.spituls in Ann Arbor. 

"Hypertension cun be traced into child- 
hood." Julius said, noting the study includ- 
ed blood-pressure data on more than 600 
subjects dating back lo the lime when they 
Were 6 years «»ld. 

Hypcricnsion increases a person’s risk of 
suffering strokes, heart uttneks. congestive 
heart failure, kidney damage, and narrow- 
ing of the blood vessels in the extremities. 

Researchers estimate about 14 percent of 
the adult population — 26 million people 
— have borderline high blood pressure, 
Julius said.

Bunk beds pose injury threat 

A standard piece of furniture in many families, 
bunk beds con be more than a little dangerous. In 
fact, during a one-year study at the emergency de- 
partment of The Children's Hospital of Philadelphia, 
68 children were treated for injuries that resulted 
from falls from the double-decker beds, according to 
a report in the American Journal of Disco.ses of Chil- 
dren. 

Age may have something to do with riskrMcrsr — 
70 percent — of the injured children were younger 
than 6, according to Steven M. Selbst, M.D., and col- 
leagues. (The Consumer Product Safety Commission 
rccohtmcnds that parents not use bunk beds for chil- 
dren under age 6.) Tlie majority or.injurie.s resulted 
from n child falling from the top bunk, followed by 
ladder falls and hitting the side of the bed, the au- 
thors report. Surprisingly, only 29 percent of the ac- 
cidents occurred between lO p.m. and 8 n.m. 

“Modification of the bed and .surrounding environ- 
ment will help reduce some injuries,” say the re- 
searchers. Tliat means, in part, making sure that other 
furniture with sharp edges is kept away from the bed. 

Water binges may harm eyes 

There’s no.doubt that drinking water, lots of it, is 
one dieting tip that cun be good for you. Tliat is, un- 
less you’re a glaucoma patient who is frequently 


drinking large aniounl.s of fluids in a short amount of 
time. According to Gleams, a publication of the 
Foundation for Glaucoma Research, people who par- 
ticipate in weight-loss programs that encourage the 
dieter to drink large quantities of fluids may be at 
risk if they attempt to drink much of the amount in 
one sitting. Although the practice may indeed stave 
ofT hunger and lead to v/clght tos-s, it may'alsoin-” 
crease intraocular prc.ssure. Such .an increase in the 
pressure of fluid in the eye can damage the optic 
nerve, eventually lending to a loss of vision. , 

Gleams reports that studies over the years have 
found that as many ns 80 percent of glaucoma pa- 
tients who consume a quart of water within 20 min- 
utes experience an elevation in eye pressure, as com- 
pared to only 20 percent of people without glaucoma. 
Thus, glaucoma patients seem to be especially sus- 
ceptible to increases in eye pre.s.sure from rapid con- 
sumption ol‘ large amounts of water.

The im- 
provement lias come from much 
more than ju.st sales of the 501, its 
classic 5-pockctcd blue jeans. 

Levi’s created Dockers, a cotton 
twill pant for “maturing" bnby 
boom men. 

As one of rcluiling’s brightest 
success stories, sales of Dockers 
went from $35 million in 1 986 to a 
projected $500 million-plus this 
year. The product line has been ex- 
panded to include men’s shirts and 
sweats os well as active wear for ' 
women and children. 

“Dockers have helped ofTset the 
basic soilness in men's jeans,” 
Chew said. 

For VF, however, diversification 
has been far rockier. The company 
purcha.scd a North Carolina maker 
of men’s cotton twill pants in 19H4 
but closed (he unit two years later 
to focus on its acquisition of Blue 
Bell Holding Co., parent of Wran- 
gler jeans, Jomzcn swimwear and 
Jansport sports clothes. 

The move .shoved VF ohead of 
Lev't as the nation’s biggest jeans 
maker.

Use diabetes tests 
only selectively 


NEW YORK (AP) — Clo.se rela- 
tives of in.sulin-dcpendcnt diabetics 
should take a blood lest Utat reveals 
high risk of getting the disease, but 
only if they will consider entering a 
research study, the American Dia- 
betes Association says. 

The public should avoid the test, 
an association official says. 

The association’s statement covers 
siblings, parents and children of in- 
sulin-dependent diabetics. About 1 
million-Americans have this form of 
ilie disease, which usually strikes in 
childhood or adolescence. 

People with insulin-dependent dia- 
betes muse take daily insulin shots. 

In recent years, scientists have de- 
veloped several screening tests to 
point out people at high risk of devel- 
oping insulin-dependent diabetes. 

Tlte new statement was odopted in 
June at the association's annual 
meeting. It is the ass'cCIutlon’s first 
acknowledgement that insulin-depen- 
dent diabetes can be predicted, said 
Richard Kahn, chief scientific and 
medical officer. 

The association statement discour- 
j' ages sti'ueiiih^hansTinrrlatcdtOTe-— 
' search studies. It recommends 
screening of close relatives of in- 
sulin-dependent diabetics, but only if 
those found to be at heightened risk 
are referred to institutions doing re- 
search into prevention or some other 
ospect of ihe^discasc, the statement 
says, 


' Without such a followup, screen- 
ing is "an expensive exercise that 
doesn't get one anywhere," said Dr. 
Jny Skyler, chairman of the task 
force that developed the policy. 

An initial test, which is being of- 
fered commercially for about $300, 
can indicate a heightened risk of de- 
veloping diabetes but not say when 
the disease will appear, Skyler said. 

A positive result creotes “an enor- 
mous amount of anxiety on the part 
of family members,” he said. So 
“maybe its better not to know” unless 
the screened person will consider 
participating in research, which may 
prevent the disease from appearing, 
Skyler said. 

Scientists are "itching to go" with 
large-scale studies of possible pre- 
ventive therapies, Kahn said. Such 
experiments, which may start within 
six months, ore aimed at suppressing 
the immune system’s attack on in- 
sulin-producing cells of the pancreas, 
he said. 

The initial screening test looks for : 
proteins called antibodies in the . 
blood that indicate the body has be- 
gun -attocking-tho-insulm-producing- 
cclls, called islet cells, 

Such antibodies ore present-in the 
blood of 80 percent to 90 percent of 
people with insulin-dependent dia- 
betes at the time of diagnosis, and 
most of them also have ti\e antibodies 
for, several years before diagnosis.

Continued from B1 ' 
haustion a prolonged exposure to 
heat is overwhelming the body’s 
heat-dissipating fimciion - it.s normal 
cooling factors. Perspiration and the 
dilation of blood vessels • the way 
the body cools itself - become over- 
whelmed and more heat stun.s to 
build up in the system. 

He says this'ls whot can happen as 
lime goes on when there is an inade- 
quate water supply and too much 
heat. The heat-dissipating function 
of the body is being overwhelmed - 
:but still working. 

With heat stroke, the difference is 
the heat-dissipating function of the 
body is no longer working when it is 
bcing~ovcrWhclmcdmiu*'heai~just" 
builds up in the body from the out- 
side enviroi\mcnt. 

“You can run a temperature in 
heat exhaustion, but it’s usually not 
severe, because your body'.s com- 
pensating still," Pressman says. "But 
in heat stroke you no longer are 
compensating: therefore your fever 
can go up and it can get severe.” 

With die really motivated athletes 
who push themselves beyond w’hat 
they should be doing, there is the 
possibility of heat exhaustion. But. 
exercise in hot weather i.s not the 
only cause of heat exhaustion and 
heat stroke. 

Pressman soys it can happen to el- 
derly people who are not taking care 
of themselves well enough, not 
drinking enough water, and have no- 
air conditioning. 

“They gel up to open windows 
and pass out," he says. ‘The heal is 
still there and they're not doing any- 
thing to modify that environmental 
heat." 




Dr. Brant Payne, an emergency 
' room doctor for Cassia Memorial 
Hospital in Burley, says certain 
medications such as antidepressants, 
diuretics and sedatives, os well as 
diseases like diabetes and cardiovas- 
cular disease, can inhibit the body's 
temperature-regulating mechanism. 
“If they arc on medications, and they 
are exercising, they should check 
with. their physician about whether 
the medications they’re on could 
cause them to have problems out in 
the heat,"" he says. 

Pressman says he thinks the key to 
avoiding these problems is common 
sense - maintaining hydration, stay- 
ing out of the heat - especially if 
-ono-is-not-acclimntcd-to-it — and- 
modifyingociiviiies. 

Exercising in hot weather, he says 
is purely a matter of moderation. 
"It’s like almost anything else in the 
world, if you use common sense, 
take care of yourself and do things 
in moderation, you’re OK," he says. 

"Most people would say it’s better 
not to exercise in the heat of the 
day," Pressman says. "On the same 
token - for most normal healthy peo- 
ple who have been exercising and 
gradually increasing their activity, 
they’re probably OK." 

The type of clothing one wears 
can make a difference. Payne says a 


light, loose-fitting shirt is a lot cool- 
er than no shirt. Cotton obsorbs 
moisture 'and breothes better thon 
other fabrics. And a little trick he 
says is to dampen clothing with a 
spray bottle. 

Po>^e also odviscs carrying wotcr, 
especially if going any significam 
distance, and to rqtlace salt loss by 
drinking on clcctroUtc solution. 

He says alcohol is a diuretic and 
causes the kidneys to lose water So 
this can actually bccom>: dehydrat- 
ing rather than replacing fluid. The 
caffeine in colas can do it too. but 
not to the extent alcohol docs. 

Payne says heat exhaustion ond 
early heat strokes ore sometimes 
sccn-in-hcavy-bicycling-and-on-fun- 
runs. On a July 4 run in Burley 
about two years ogo he^ys the rood 
temperature was about 105 degrees 
and there were a couple of coses of 
heat exhaustion. 

As to the question of whether 
there is 0 certain temperature above 
which heat exhaustion and heat 
stroke ore more likely, Poync soys, 
"No, not really. It has more to do 
with what the person is doing and 
their other general health.

Nugent. 27, a fitness instructor 
for about 10 years before getting 
married last year, says her video 
stays within the widely accepted, 
conservative guidelines of die 
American College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists. 

; “This is my first pregnancy and I 
was obviously concerned about tak- 
ing every plccauiion for the baby," 
. says Nugent. 


Her “Rock-A-Dye Baby" video 
features music written and per- 
formed by her husband. It was 
filmed in a grove of trees near Jack- 
son, Mich., on the Nugents’ sprawl- 
ing property, and includes a brief- 
ing on exercise cautions with a 
physical therapist at Hutzel Hospi- 
tal in Detroit. Nugent rocks through 
an hour of low-imp.act aerobic 
dance routines amid cameo appear- 
ances by a succe.ssion of dogs and 
her husband, attired in bow-hunting 
regalia. , 

Nugent's tape, and many others,

Beyond that, many disagree 
about how much exercise is best. 
Standard guidelines include not ex- 
ceeding three modernte workouts a 
week; never allowing one's pulse to 
exceed 140; seeing a doctor if exer- 
cise causes backache, headache, 
general pain, undue fatigue or other 
symptoms; and avoiding 'jarring 
motions, undue twisting of joints. 


or exercising while lying flat on the 
back, which may impede blood 
flow to the fetus. 

Some women who were competi- 
tive allilctcs maintain highly vigor- 
ous daily, exercise programs during 
pregnancy, .sometimes against the 
advice of physicians.

A University of Vermont study 
recently confirmed that women, al- 
ready in good physical condition do 
not harm the health of the fetus by 
continuing vigorous exercise after 
they conceive. Previously, experts 
were concerned that intense aerobic 
workouts might harm the fetus by 
depriving it of oxygen . and' food 
that can be divcrtcfl to the muscles 
by exercise.

* Run with a partner. Tlicrc arc 
lots of good reasons to run with a 
buddy, and safety is certainly one 
of them.

Tliis revenue source, highly depen- 
dent on “fancy" issues, provided 
S150 million lost year, which saved 
the mail itser from paying that part of 
our operating expense. 

Funhermorc, our American ciillur- 
.il excellence and artistic diversity arc 
rvtlccted in stump designs that pro- 
rnoie our heritage. Each year, we re- 
ceive more than 20,000 stamp pro- 
po.sals, a direct indication of the high 
level of interest that the mailing pub- 
lie takes in its stamp program. 

Just as with any Amcric.in corpo- 
nition,-postal-cosi.s-or-doing business 
do increase in our inflationary econo- 
my. The proposed rate increase is 
necessary to cover our operating 
costs while maintaining the service 
our customers want and have every 
right to expect.

Vitamin A good 
for measles 

BOSTON (AP) — Vitamin A 
supplements can significantly re- 
duce the risk of death and serious 
complications in children with se- 
vere measles, which remains one of 
the world's major killers, according 
to a study. 

The research, conducted in South 
Africa, found that the vitamin re- • 
duced the death rale by more than 
half and the duration of pneumonia, 
diarrhea and hospitalization by 
about onc-lhird. 

The results “indicate a remark- 
able protective effect of vitamin A 
in., severe measles," the' doctors 
wrote. 

Around the world, measles kills 
about 2 million children each year 
and leaves many more blind or af- 
flicted with lung disease. ' 

Earlier research has turned up 
circumstantial evidence that the vi- 
“tamln lielpS. As a result, the World 
Health Organization recommended 
three years ago that vitamin supple- 
ments bc^given to young measles 
victims anywhere that vitamin A 
deficiency is common or that more 
than I percent of measles cases are 
fatal. 

The latest study was conducted 
by Drs. Gregory D. Hussey and 
Max Klein of the University of 
Cape Town and was published in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Marilyn 
Quaylc, wife of Vice President Dan 
Quaylc, is recuperating following 
surgery over the weekend for cervi- 
cal cancer detected in a Pap smear 
earlier this year, sources close to the 
family said Sunday. 

Mrs. Quaylc, who turns 41 next. 
Sunday, ha.s playciLa leading role in' 
a breast cancer awareness campaign. 
She tc.stificd before a congressional 
health subcommittee in May and 
both she and the vice president ran in 
a celebrity 5 kilometer "Race for the 
Cure" to encourage women to under- 
go early screening and mammo- 
grams. 

Despite her high-profile involve- 
ment in that campaign, the Quaylcs 
appeared reluctant to disclose full 
details of her operation, even keep- 
ing secret the hospital where it wa.s 
performed.

It was not an emergency proce- 
dure, according to tlic sources, who 
spoke only on condition they not be 
named. 

Saturday’s statement said she had 
been opciiled on Saturday ihoming 
and that she was "recovering well." 
It said she will "resume her full 
schedule in four to six weeks. Full 
and total recovery is expected.” 

The Qunylcs also urged all women 
to have yearly Pop tests. 

A Pap test can help detect two- 
dozen or more medical problems, but 
its primary purpose is to uncover ma- 
lignancies in the reproductive tract, 
said Dr. Allan B. Wcingold, chair- 
man of obstetrics and gynecology at 
the George Wa-shington University 
Medical Center. Weingold is not in- 


volved in treating Mrs, Quaylc. 

Other doctors speculated that she 
hud undergone a simple hysterecto- 
my, or removal of the uteru.s, given 
the White House announcement on 
the length of her convalescence and 
the expectation of “full and total re- 
covery." 

The Pap test i.s named for Dr. 
George Papanicolau, who introduced 
the procedure nearly half a century 
ago. It is credited with reducing 
deaths from cervical nnd uterine can- 
cer in the United Stales by 70 per- 
cent. 

Mrs. Quayle, a lawyer and mother 
of three, became active in breast can- 
cer education last year. Her mother, 
Mary Tucker, an Indiana pediatri- 
cian, died of breast cancer in 1975 at 
age 56. 

Mrs. Quaylc lia.s said her mother 
might have been spared had die dis- 
ease been detected earlier.

A Paul Revere at every bridge ta- 
ble would prove handy for many 
players. With Revere ready to 
sound the alert when the occasion 
warrants, a sleepy defender need 
not miss any winks between wake- 
up calls. 

South takes the first spade and 
leads a low heart toward dummy. 
What happens if West follows rou- 
tinely with a low card? 

East wins the king and returns a 
spade, but South wins and takes a 
second heart finesse. Not only does 
it succeed, but the entire suit comes 
in, and South escapes with .11 quick 
winners. 

With a Paul Revere, present to 
sound the alert, West has an effec- 
tive play available. Instead of play- 
ing “second hand low.” he puts up 
his queen on the first heart lead. If 
dummy wins, South gets only one 
heart trick, and if he ducks and later 
finesses (against a possible K-Q-x 
with West), he will get no heart 
tricks. 

Why would Revere know to sound 
_thc alarm? When no side-entries ex- 
ist'to du'mmy’s lbng suil7 it’s' imper-’ 
ative to try to force declarer to use 
his sole entry before the suit is es- • 
tablished. fn today's case. West’s 
play of the queen provides an excel- 
lent example of this defense.
